Bill Thompson, chair of the Sierra Madre Lib¬ 
rary Expansion Project Committee; Ellen Grijalva, 
chair of the Library Board of Trustees, and the 
library in general have gone back to the community 
with a plea for funds to build the $2 million 
expansion to the library. 

In a letter mailed to the community donors, 
Thompson, now also a member of the Board of 
Trustees, said, “As most of you are aware, the 
library has long been in need of capital to expand 
the facility and services to keep abreast of ad¬ 
vancing technology and the demands of a changing 
community.” 

He stated that the funds that have been raised 
so far equal the following: cash donations. 
Si 10,846.88; pledged donations, $12,275; a pledge 
OKd by the City Council, $250,000. 

Grijalva shared with the community that the 
grant from the Library Services and Construction 
Act (LSCA) Title II, was turned down since 
the committee could not come up with the equal 
funds of $500,000, following the fund drive. 

Although the LSCA board was impressed 
with our application, they responded in part, ‘Awards 
were made first to projects that would^oth provide 
|he needed statewide aggregate matchi^funds and 
have the greatest impact and statewide) service. Af¬ 
ter funding those, not enough remained to permit 
approving your project. In addition, those projects 
all had a firm source identified for the local match¬ 


ing funds needed. Yours was the only project 
dependent on the uncertainties of fundraising,’ 
she said. 

The ad hoc committee first formed to investi¬ 
gate the possibilities of a successful fund raising 
project declared the project feasible. However, the 
major fund raising in the community did not equal 
the amount the expansion committee needed to assure 
the project’s success. 

In a recent meeting of members from the 
Trustees, the Friends, the project committee, and 
City Librarian Toni Buckner, it was decided that 
because the need “was as strong as ever the project 
would continue, but with a scaled-down budget,” 
Thompson told The News. 

He quoted from the letter to donors, “Needs 
and priorities are being reviewed and a meeting is 
planned soon with the architect ... In the mean¬ 
time, aggressive plans for raising the money nec¬ 
essary to complete the project are being developed, 
including reapplication for the matching grant in 
1989. It is clear that we must have the funds for 
the matching grant in hand to be in a competitive 
position to receive the award.” 

He a^ed that the expansion project conunittee 
asks for the “continued support toward our goal of 
providing improved library facilities and both main¬ 
taining and expanding the quality services Sierra 
Madre residents need and deserve.”

Have A Heart fund equals $18,503.30 


Fire Chief Ed Tracy and Sam Simpson, chair¬ 
man of the Have A Heart Fund Drive, reported 
last minute contributions brought the fund total to 
$18,503.30, $3600 above the goal of $15,000. 

A number of contributors, when advised the 
drive had reached its goal, stated that they wanted 
to be a part of it anyway as their way of saying 
“thank you” to the Volunteer Fire Department 
and its program of saving lives and property. 

Chief Tracy announced that a special com¬ 
munity open house would be held when the 
deFibrillators arrive, together with a dedication of 
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the new fire truck to Charlie Brown, long-time 
former fire chief. 

Tracy stressed again that all donations in excess 
of the amount needed for the two automatic 
heart defibrillators would be placed in a special fund 
for emergency medical services and used for an¬ 
cillary emergency supplies, training and continuation 
of the life-saving program. 

Both Tracy and Simpson expressed their grati¬ 
tude for the overwhelmingly generous response 
from the community which will enable Sierra Madre 
to be one of the first communities in California 
to use the automatic defibrillators. 

A study published in the New England Jour¬ 
nal of Medicine this month showed that the num¬ 
ber of heart attack survivors almost double with the 
use of the devices. 

Tracy, however, noted that the knowledge and 
use of cardiopulmonary resuscitation is still an 
essential adjunct to the defibrillator and urged 
citizens to avail themselves of the CPR classes 
given by the American Red Cross. 

“Until help arrives, CPR is still an important 
and even vital part of saving the life of a cardiac 
arrest victim,” he stated. 

The Have A Heart Fund Committee released 
the names of the last minute donors and several 
who had inadvertantly been left out of previous 
listings. 

Charlie Brown, former fire chief, sent a note 
with his contribution, “Hi. gang. Hope this will 
Itelp a link. Keep up the good work.” 

Donors Arielle and S.R. Hurford wrote, 
"Our thanks for being 'Ready, Willing and Abie' 
when we needed your help.”

Absentee ownership is a concept that 
many people label as the major stumbling 
block to downtown revitalization. Consider 
these facts: 

• 51 percent of the property is owned by 
Sierra Madre residents; 

• 29 percent is owned by non-residents; 
however, 25 percent of those owners have de¬ 
monstrated strong community support and 
cooperation over the years; 

• II of the owners are institutions or major 
corporations, 50 percent of these owners are 
sensitive to public opinion and historically 
are supportive of community development 
activity; 

• 9 percent is in the hands of trusts, 50 
percent of that number either operates a local 
business or has demonstrated community sup¬ 
port and cooperation. 

Now a definition: “Absentee Owner; an 
entity or individual that has little or no local 
community connection or interest, presum¬ 
ably a nominal or negative interest in Sierra 
Madre’s economic future.” 

Using that definition, the absentee owner¬ 
ship is less than one-third (32 percent) of the 
total property owners in downtown Snr* 
Madre. Interesting?

Fiowers of Hawaii 

Flowers. They are the first thing 
you notice in Hawaii, after you note 
the warmth, the humidity and the 
tradewinds. 

Flowers are responsible for the 
marv elous fragrance of all the islands 
of Hawaii. .And with Kauai known 
as the “Garden Isle," it’s easy to note 
that the flowers there are extremely 
well-known. With them come many 
ancient island superstitions. 

Legend tells us that the ohia- 
lehua blossom, grown on the island 
of Kauai, gets pan of its name from 
history. Lehua is the name of the 
first man killed in battle in Hawaii, 
and is named probably because of its 
red color. 

Lehua blossom leis have always 
been acclaimed for their red tufts that 
resemble feathered leis. 

Legend also says that the goddess 
Hina took on the form of a flower 
to care for a child. Soon, tales say, 
the goddess took on the form of a 
flower permanently. 

The red blossoms are also con¬ 
nected with Pele, the goddess of 
the volcanoes. Other legends say 
Pele became very jealous of her sis¬ 
ter, Hiiaka, and destroyed her sister’s 
lehua grove with streams of lava. 

Hawaiians still believe that if you 
pick a lehua blossom with out first 
offering it to Pele, it will rain.
